Historic Buildings Badly Damaged — 
Long Delay in the Arrival of Fire 
Engines 
Gives 
the 
Conflagra­

way. 


London, Nov. 20.—One of the most 
disastrous fires in London’s history 
since the great fire of 1666 broke out 
in a large block of buildings lying east­ 
ward of Aldergate street and between 
that 
thoroughfare 
and 
Red 
Cross 
street, just after I o’clock Friday aft­ 
ernoon. The flames were fanned by a 
strong wind and were fed by highly in­ 
flammable stocks of Christmas fancy 
goods and flimsy dress materials of 
all desricptions, that filled every floor 
of the six-story buildings in the old 
street. Consequently the conflagration 
gained headway with surprising rapid­ 
ity and soon was beyond the possibility 
of being checked by the few engines 
which were early on the spot. 
For 
four hours and a half the flames had 
their own way* and it was only after 
more 
than a hundred 
engines 
had 
worked an hour that the chief of the 
fire brigade sent out the signal that 
the fire was under control. 
The scene must occupy the fire bri­ 
gade for several days, especially in 
view of the grave danger of the col­ 
lapse of shells ot buildings which fall 
now and again with a loud report. 
The latest accounts 
indicate 
that 
nearly 150 warehouses have been de­ 
stroyed, while the loss will probably 
be nearly £5,000,000 ($25,000,000).

“Colder weather has done much to 
accelerate retail trade, so greatly de­ 
layed in many lines by unusually mild 
and open weather. The production in­ 
creases on the whole, and many manu­ 
facturers are unable to take all the 
offers, while others are committed as 
far ahead as they are willing to be. 
Failures for the week have been 267 
in the United States, against 334 last 
year, and thirty-two in Canada, against 
forty last year.” 
Bradstreets’s says: 
“There is a moderate improvement 
in staple prices and in distribution of 
woolen goods, shoes, hats and hard­ 
ware in the region tributary to Chica­ 
go, St. Louis, Kansas City and Oma­ 
ha. 
Higher prices are re carded for 
wheat, corn, oats, sirup, hides, leather, 
shoes and for turpentine.

HU Idea* of Currency Reform Embod­ 
ied In a Letter. 
Boston, Mass., Nov. 20.--Secretary 
Gage in reply to a series of questions 
put before him by the Journal of this 
city, says: 
Washington, Nov. IS, 1897.—Dear Sir: 
I avail myself of the first leisure mo- 
men to reply to yours of the 13th inst., 
in which you wish me to state more 
clearly some of the points in my recom­ 
mendations. 
I will, therefore, say: 
1. That It is the purpose in mind to 
substitute interest-bearing bonds as se­ 
curity for circulating notes, in substi­ 
tution of currency previously deposited, 
as rapidly as the printing bureau can 
get them issued aud in proper form. 
In fact, the delay would be very brief. 
2. The idea of requiring a deposit of 
currency to begin with, is to make sure 
that there will be no contraction at all 
in this operation. Money will go out * 
as fast as it comes in. The “guarantee 
of the government.” I understand to 
mean a guarantee for immediate pay­ 
ment, not ultimate payment. 
3. As to the investment of the 2 per 
cent guarantee funds, if invested in 
government bonds, I will say that 2 % 
per cent gold bonds are issued, the fluc­ 
tuations will not be violent, unless the 
debt hereafter should be greatly in­ 
creased and as the investment would 
probably be a growing sum, the risk of 
a fall could be easily sustained by that 
guarantee fund. 
4. The redemeption fund of 5 per cent 
(I may conclude to recommend IO per 
cent intstead of 5) is not to be counted 
as part of the legal reserve against de­ 
posits.

houses, which cut off the firemen from 
all fair chance of confining the out­ 
break. 
The excitement among the onlookers 
who crowded every possible point of 
view was very great, as may be judged 
from the fact that firemen had to be 
repeatedly rescued by their comrades 
by the aid of the fire escapes from 
buildings which had caught fire after 
the firemen had mounted to the roofs 
to fight the flames in adjoining struc­ 
tures. 
The rescue of operatives by the 
firemen; the hurrying of hosts of clerks 
who were trying to save books and 
valuable papers from the fire and the 
rushing here and there of many em­ 
ployers who were attempting to carry 
to places of safety costly merchandise 
or other valuables, added te» the con­ 
fusion.

FIREMEN WORK ALL NIGHT. 


Fear That the Flames Might Break Oat 
Again. 
London ,Nov. 20.—A very large force 
of firemen and about twenty engines 
have been working at a high pressure 
all night. The district ravaged by the 
fire is bounded by Aldersgate street, 
Red 
Cross, 
Maidenhead court and 
Bradford avenue, and includes the 
intermediate

Nearly all the British fire insurance 
companies are involved and fire in­ 
surance shares were practically unsal­ 
able on the stock exchange yesterday 
afternoon (Friday) after the fire was 
well under way. 
Nearly 300 telephone wires have 
been cut, thus interrupting communi­ 
cation with many of the big provincial 
towns. The fire will cause an enor 
mous advance in the price of ostrich 
feathers, which rose 30 per cent last 
evening (Friday). Two feather firms 
alone have lost £15,000 sterling ($75,- 
000).

Speaks Highly of Both the Receiver 
and His Father—Witnesses Said 
They Wanted No Change. 


L. H. Towne will continue to serve 
as receiver of the Bar k of Edgerton. 
In denying the motion made in the 
circuit court this morning, Judge Ben­ 
net spoke feelingly of the high posi­ 
tion occupied by the Messrs. Towne, 
and said that he was glad of the op- 
portucity to recognize their ability 
and worth. 
The m atter came up at IO o’clock 
this 
morning. 
Several 
depositors 
headed by Mayor Andrew Jenson and 
Postmaster H. S. McGriffin, 
were 
sworn, and all testified that they did 
not think it advisable to make a 
change. 
Ail spoke highly of Receiver 
Towne, and said they thought he 
could collect more money at less ex­ 
pense than any other man. 
The dis­ 
satisfaction, Mayor Jenson said, was, 
in his opinion, caused by the d^lay in 
issuing a statement, and that it was 
now passing away. 
Mr. Spencer, who was the chairman 
of the meeting at which the depositors 
signed the petition asking for the 
change, was sworn. 
He was not in 
favor of a obange, he said. 


B u sin ess M en A g a in st It. 
The business men of the city, he 
6aid in response to Attorney Jackson’s 
question, were not in favor of the 
change, as they thought the expense 
would be less under the administra­ 
tion of Mr. Towne. 
The people of Edgerton did not 
w ant the business and deposits of the 
tan k taken away from Edgerton- 
He 
had at first thought that the appoint­ 
ment of Mr. Towne was hardly ap­ 
propriate, but appreciated the fact 
that a receiver had to be gotten on 
the spur of the moment, and that Mr. 
Towne was the best man nnderthe cir­ 
cumstances. 
The depositors outside 
of the city, he thought, favored the 
removal of Mr. Towne. 
About 600 
people*attended the depositors’ meet­ 
ing, but all of them did not vote. 
He 
thought Mr. Towne could collect as 
much money at as little erpense as 
one, as he was a good cilice tor. 
William Smith presented the pat! 
lion adopted at the meeting saying it 
was signed by 238 depositors, repre­ 
senting $166,000. 
It would ba the 
duty of the receiver to sue the stock­ 
holders, directors and officers. 
Re­ 
ceiver Towne was a son of President 
Towne. 
Therefore the son would 
have to sue the father. 
It would not 
be right to ask a son to sue his 
father. 
He did not think one receiver 
could collect the money cheaper than 
another. 
Mr. H yzer’s R em arks. 
Attorney E. M. Hyzar was the next 
speaker. 
He outlined the legal stand­ 
ing of the matter. 
It was the duty of the receiver, he 
said to cjllect the assets of the bank. 
It had been conceded that Mr. Towne 
was competent, and in fact, the best 
mao 
for the 
place. 
Nobody had 
assaulted bim, but the men who were 
asking for a change had complimented 
him. 
Mr. Smith had Bald that the 
receiver would have to sue the stock­ 
holders, etc 
Was there any sugges 
lion, Mr. Hyzer asked, that Mr. Towne 
would not do so? He had every motive 
for collecting all the money be could 
at the least expense, for the reason 
th at it was to the interest of his 
fath r, along with the others, to do so. 
L. H. Towne, as receiver, did nut call 
the officers to account anyway. 
The 
circuit court of Rock County did it. 
The property, etc., of the bank was in 
the court’s possession, and the receiver 
was the officer of the c ur 
Be paid a tribute to J» 
Town# 
saying no man was his aupctioi »u 
character, and his son was the sou of 
his father. 
“ And,” continued Attorney Hyzer, 
“ I say this in pride and gladness. The 
insinuation in this petition is that L. 
H. and J. P. Towne would defraud the 
depositors. 
Do you believe it?” 
Mr. Towne would give up his all for 
the right, Mr. Hyzer said, in closing. 
The m atter had no place in court un­ 
less the petition was based on some 
facts therein set forth. 


A tto rn ey D oe’s R ep ly. 
Attorney J. B. Doe replied to Mr. 
Hyzer, saying that nobody’s character 
or reputation was under investigation. 
No one was attacked, but *he coart 
should see that a disinterested ptrty 
was in charge. 
The ground for a 
change need not be misconduct. 
A 
son should not be cased to sue his 
father, and a son who did sue his 
father would not be showing a filial 
feeling. 
A man who would sue his 
father was not a fit man for receiver. 
Attorney Jeffrie Arose and said Re­ 
ceiver Towne would not have to sue 
his father. 
As President Towne’a 
attorney be wished to say that Mr. 
Towne stood ready to pay every cent 
due from him. 
Attorney Hyzer spoke briefly when 
Mr. Doe concluded. 
Judge Bennet 
then reviewed the 
case, 
complimenting 
the 
Messrs. 
Towne. 
He said that the fact that a 


boo was or was not filial did not enter 
into the case. 
The receiver was but 
an officer of the court, and the wit­ 
nesses bad all testified that Mr. Towne 
was the best man lor the place.

The m atter of sewerage was then 
locked into and judging from the way 
some of the purty turned away they 
must have been impressed with the 
system.

THE NATIONAL FESTIVAL, ITS ROOT 


AND USAGES. 


Its Evolution From an Austere Occasion 
to One of Joy au d Innocent Pleasure. 
The Sym bol and Crowning Joy of the 


Feast. 


[Copyright. 1897, by the Author.] 
The American Thanksgiving festival, 
which has become such a national in stitu ­ 
tion, has its root in ancient traditions and 
usages of a religious character. 
The New 
England Puritans, who felt their most 
congenial inspiration in the Old Testa­ 
m ent, naturally sought in Hebraic sug­ 
gestions, rather than those of other peoples, 
the special forms which they were inclined 
to follow. 
So it is th at we And in the 
Hebrew Feast of the Tabernacles, which 
embodied the thank offering for the au ­ 
tum nal ingathering of the fruits of the 
year,the most natural source of the P uritan 
feast, which was alike religious and social 
in conception. 
Indeed Dr. C o t t o n ’'lath er 
in one of the most famous of his sermons 
expressly draw s the close parallel with 
fervid unction. 
Yet it was widely divergent. 
The old 
Hebrews kept up the autum n feast for 
seven days, ending w ith an eighth in 
which they gave way to unbounded joy 
and frisked w ith an extravagance which 
would have been frowned on at any other 
season. We can hardly fancy this sensuous 
exuberance in connection w ith the P u ri­ 
tan feast. 
The iron handed, hard headed, 
thrifty souls who colonized New England 
found* one day fully sufficient to spare I 
from the productive use of their tim e even 
at a season when the need of work was j 
far less pressing. 
One can im agine an occasion of this ! 
kind two centuries ago. 
The religious 
idea lay at the base of it all. and sermons 
two or three hours long l)efore dinner 
m ust have given the feast a delicious 
smack and gusto w ith the sauce of hunger. 
Then how the young folks m ust have 
quivered in the m idriff while the half 
hour’s grace still held them on the ten ter­ 
hooks, as they snuffed the rich odors 
which lifted like incense from the unaccus­ 
tomed delicacies. 
The spiritual exercira­ 


tion fairly over, we can even now see m e ! 
grim features of the elders relax into w in­ 
try smiles as they zealously pay t he defer­ 
red debt owing to the inner man. 
The founders of the American Thanks­ 
giving seemed to have had a spite against 
Christmas. 
It smacked rankly of popery, 
and, w hat was even more monstrous to the 
settlers of Massachusetts bay, of that E ng­ 
lish prelacy the persecutions of which had 
been the m otive of their own departure to 
a new world. So down to the Revolution­ 
ary war, indeed, the Christm as festival, 
w ith all its glorious traditions, had but 
little foothold in 
New England, while 
Thanksgi\ jug was sea : cly re < poized out 
of its lim its 
With the form ation of the 
new republic and the closer intimacy of 
the peoples of the states thus federated, 
their tastes and customs, once narrow and 
exclusive, began to blend. 
Christm as be­ 
came as m uch an institution among the 
descendants of the P uritan settlers at last 
as in New York or New Orleans, and 
Thanksgiving m ounted the hippogriff and 
scurried to every section of the land where 
yellow pum pkins shone in the cornfields 
and fat turkeys gobbled in the woods and 
barnyards. 
Long prior to Mr. Lincoln’s 
setting the precedent of a proclamation of 
an autum nal 
Thanksgiving from 
the 
White House itself, the separate states had 
fallen into the habit of celebrating the 
same day in < camion. 
So th at it had be­ 
come the peculiar national festival before 
the great w ar president recommended to 
the country at large to thank God for the 
fruits of th at terrible harvest which had 
ireen won not w ith plow and hoe and 
sickle, but w ith cannon and rifle and sailer, 
on the same day which had been conse­ 
crated to the more peaceful conquests of 
the teem ing earth. 
The fact th at Thanksgiving day even in 
New England becomes increasingly less 
aud less of the religious institution, which 
is to lie expressed in religious rite and 
church service, is significant. 
Clergymen 
commonly speak to sparsely peopled pews 
on th at day and the g! v! g c f thanks takes 
a form best expressed rn the homely saw, 
“ The proof of the pudding is in the eating 
of it.’’ Religion once taught th at austeri­ 
ty and self sacrifice, even in the way of in ­ 
nocent pleasure, unlocked the gates of par­ 
adise. 
It perm its us now to believe that 
love and kindness and hearty enjoym ent 
of the goods bestowed by the Alm ighty 
Benefactor in moderation are fully as close 
to the golden keys. 
The essential flavor 
of our modern Thanksgiving goes far be­ 
yond the turkey stuffing, because there 
may be a question there as to truffles or 
oysters or Spanish chestnuts, but as to its 
being the day picked of all others for the 
festival of the family group in the larger 
sense, ju st as Christm as is the festival of 
the fam ily in the special and narrow sense, 
there can be no question. 
This is the so­ 
cial gist of it. 
This, too, makes the day 
to the m ajority of Americans, who break 
up and disintegrate in their fam ily co­ 
hesion more than any people in the world, 
peculiarly touching and sacred. 
It tends 
to renew the delights of fam ily ties and 
knit afresh half parted strands of k in ­ 
ship. 
This has been the evolution of 
Thanksgiving day, and it makes it par ex­ 
cellence an occasion to 
be cherished, 
while certainly for this year in special, if 
we choose to return to the prim itive 
thought of its institution, we have m ag­ 
nificent 
reason for 
returning thanks. 
Bounty of crops, high prices, reviving 
business and the boom of hope should give 
the finest possible smack to turkey and 
pum pkin pie.
